Dag’s Death 
Causes Fear 
For U.N.

Tile violent death of Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold plunged nations around the world into mourn­ 
ing today and raised grave fears for the very future of 
the United Nations. 
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Secretary General Dag Hanimar- 
skjold was killed yesterday on a 
peace mission in the Congo when 
his plane crashed. The one sur­ 
vivor among the 
ll persons 
aboard was identified as Harold 
Julien <top>, a I’.N, guard and 
American citizen. Among those 
killed was Alice Leland, of Mon­ 
treal, Canada. She was secre­ 
tary to U.N. Civilian Congo 
Chief Sture Limier. Both are 
shown in photos released by the 
United Nations in New York.

The little gal who grew into a 
major hurricane only 
600 odd 
miles from the mainland and still 
moving northwest with the East 
Coast alerted from the Carolinas 
to Cape Cod. 


We’ve got a hunch—merely a 
hunch—that little Old Lower Bucks 
County may feel a bit of a punch 
from this one. 


The body of the 56-year-old 
Swedish diplomat lay in a lead- 
lined casket in a hospital at 
Ndola, Northern Rhodesia, seven 
miles from where the four-engine 
DC6B plane in which he was fly­ 
ing crashed to earth in a wooded 
area early yesterday. 


The sole survivor of the crash 
Sgt. Harold Julian, an American 
U.N. security guard, told rescuers 
he heard explosions just before 
the crash. However, investigators 
said there was no immediate in 
dication of sabotage—that the “ex­ 
plosions” 
may have been 
the 
sound of the undercarriage being 
ripped off by the treetops. 


Hammarskjold's body was ex 
pected to be flown to Sweden for 
the funeral. King Gustaf Olaf or 
dered 24 hours of mourning and 
directed that the flag atop the 
Royal Palace be flown at half 
staff. 


* 
High Tribute 


This was the first time this had 
been done for a commoner and 
it indicated the respect and awe 
Hammarskjold 
engendered, 
not 
only in his homeland but through 
out the world. 


The tone of tributes from diplo­ 
mats and statesmen around the 
globe held a ring of sincerity that 
carried them beyond the pale of 
mere formalities. 


One after the other the mes 
sages spoke of Hammarskjold’ 
“courage.’’ 


They referred not only to the 
fearlessness 
of 
a 
mountain 
climber ami the boldness of 
man of imagination in world af 
fairs, but also to the way he faced 
up to a direct Soviet demand that 
he resign and be replaced by 
three-headed “troika” rule of the 
United Nations. 


Fends Off Attacks 


Hammarskjold, 
supported 
by 
the West and most of the nations 
which call themselves non-aligned 
was able to fend off the Soviet at 
tack on the U.N. structure while 
he was alive. 


His death gave Russia a long 
awaited opportunity to try to sub­ 
ject the United Nations to Com 
munist vetoes and cripple it as an 
effective force for peace. 


There was no advance indica­ 
tion whether Moscow would take 
immediate advantage of this op­ 
portunity or agree on a tempo­ 
rary successor to Hammarskjold 
and wait until the term expires 
a year from next April.

Fallout Shelters Lacking For Students

While county and local school 
administrators await word from 
“top side,” thousands of Lower 
Bucks 
school 
children 
remain 
without protection from the silent, 
unseen fallout menace. 


There 
are 
no 
Ix)wer 
Bucks 
schools now providing fallout shel- 
ter facilities for pupils or staff. 
AU schools, however, have adopt­ 
ed plans and procedures to be 
followed in the event of natural 
or man-made disaster. 
These plans call for youngsters 
to assemble in hallways and cor­ 
ridors, away from windows, kneel 
or lie on the ground and cover 
their hoods with their hands. 
But there is nothing now avail­ 


able that will prevent them from 
ge tting up from the ground look­ 
ing like the Hiroshima or Nag­ 
asaki Japanese who suffered ra ­ 
diation burns or whose bodies, 
over a period of time lasting from 
hour* to wi cks, began to disinte­ 
grate 
Creeps Around Corners 


Radioactive f a l l o u t creeps 
around corner's, through holes in 
doors and windows, down chim­ 
neys and is carried by ram. In 
addition to visible burns, it also 
causes certain blood diseases and, 
according to some scientists, al­ 
ters life - creating genes and 
chromosomes in future genera­ 
tions, causing mutations rn yet 
unborn human beings. 


And school officials now wait, 
un the local level, for county ad­ 


vice and on the county level, for 
state advice, and probably on the 
state level for advice from the 
federal 
government, 
No 
one 
knows what the federal govern­ 
ment is waiting for. 


There 
are 
evacuation 
plans 
aplenty, school disaster teams, 
pages of manuals telling school 
|s»rsonnel and children what to 
do, but nothing has been said 
about fallout. 


All precautions being taken are 
against the blast and fire effect* 
of a nuclear blast. Even these 
step* do not guarantee safety, 


I .ocaI schools are supposed to 
serve as mass care centers and 
be stocked with food, water, cloth. 
mg, bedding, medicines and other 
items calculated to keep a por 
r 


tion of the population alive after 
an attack. 


Of all the schools contacted, 
only one, the Bucks County Tech 
nical School, is now equipped, al­ 
though on a skeleton basis, to 
serve as a mass care center. 
However, the school has as yet 
not been designated as a mass 
care center by Civil I>efense of­ 
ficials, according to George M 
Schaffer, principal 


Schaffer said he expects a CD

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Two Visit Board On Petition To Remove RR Watchman 


Two officials of the Reading Co. 
visited the Bucks County Com­ 
missioners yesterday, apparently 
hoping to have the Commission­ 
ers withdraw their objection to 
the removal of the crossing watch­ 
man at Langhorne-Penndel Sta­ 
tion. 
The Commissioners last week 
informed the Public Utility Com­ 
mission they oppose the railroad's 
petition to substitute tho watch­ 


man for automatically operated 
crossing gates, with flashing lights. 
"We have no objection to your 
installing the automatic signals," 
Commission Chairman Edward B. 
Boyer told the Heading Co. of­ 
ficials, "B ut I don’t think you 
should take the man away. It is 
a dangerous crossing.” 
The railroad crosses Bouto 413 
at the crossing 
in 
Middletown 
Township and Penndel, next to 


Langhorne Manor. 
Representing 
the railroad were Robert J. Wil­ 
liams, attorney for the Reading 
Co. and D. B. Thomas, engineer 
for communications and signals. 
A watchman, on duty 24 hours 
a day in a shack at the crossing, 
operates the crossing gates by 
hand. There is also a ground 
watchman 
on 
duty 
from 
6:40 
a rn. to 6:40 p.m. each day. The 
railroad 
intends 
to 
keep 
the 
ground watchman those 12 hours, 


which see the most traffic of 
automobiles, passengers and ped­ 
estrians. 


Williams said engineers for the 
Reading Co. think the automatic 
equipment they propose to re­ 
place the watchman would make 
the crossing safer. 
"We have 130 such installations 
on our system," Thomas said. 
Everything is designed so that if 
there is a failure of any part 


the gates will descend by gravity. 
If there is a broken wire it will 
cause the gates to fall." 
Boyer said the commissioners 
object to removing the watchman 
because they think it would make 
the crossing fess safe. 
Commissioner John J. Bodley, 
who is also solicitor for Penndel, 
a borough which objects to the 
proposed change, called the lo­ 
cation "one of the worst grade 


The commissioners did hot say 
whether or not they will change 
their stand.
